- Members of Occupy Wall Street's camp at Zuccotti Park in 
Manhattan have been asked to leave the area on Friday, 14 October 2011 so that the city can 
clean the area. They will be allowed to return, but they will not be able to bring their camping 
gear. Commissioner Ray Kelly stated, "People will have to remove all their belongings and leave 
the park," Kelly said today after a memorial ceremony in Battery Park. "After it's cleaned, they'll 
be able to come back. But they won't be able to bring back the gear. The sleeping bags, that sort 
of thing, will not be able to be brought back into the park." 1 ' 1 

Analyst Comment: One of the organizers of OB re-tweeted an article regarding this 
situation. If the situation in NYC escalates on 14 October 2011, it is possible that OB may 
conduct some sort of demonstration or other action to show solidarity with Occupy Wall 
Street. 

• At approximately 2:30 - 3:00 PM today there were multiple tweets about how BPD was in and 
around Dewey Square allegedly filming the camp and their civil disobedience training. Occupiers 
at one point were tweeting requests for legal observers to come down to the camp "RIGHT 
NOW". 

Analyst Note: This illustrates that the camp members are extra sensitive to police activity 
around the camp. A BRIC detective arrived at the camp shortly after these tweets started and 
reported no unusual activity or law enforcement officers in the area.

Commissioner Ray Kelly stated, "People will have to remove all their belongings and leave 
the park," Kelly said today after a memorial ceremony in Battery Park. "After it's cleaned, they'll 
be able to come back. But they won't be able to bring back the gear. The sleeping bags, that sort 
of thing, will not be able to be brought back into the park." 1 ' 1 

Analyst Comment: One of the organizers of OB re-tweeted an article regarding this 
situation. If the situation in NYC escalates on 14 October 2011, it is possible that OB may 
conduct some sort of demonstration or other action to show solidarity with Occupy Wall 
Street. 

• At approximately 2:30 - 3:00 PM today there were multiple tweets about how BPD was in and 
around Dewey Square allegedly filming the camp and their civil disobedience training. Occupiers 
at one point were tweeting requests for legal observers to come down to the camp "RIGHT 
NOW". 

Analyst Note: This illustrates that the camp members are extra sensitive to police activity 
around the camp. A BRIC detective arrived at the camp shortly after these tweets started and 
reported no unusual activity or law enforcement officers in the area.

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Occupy Boston Recent Actions 

• On 11 November 2011, about 20 Occupy Boston participants marched behind the 
Veterans Day Parade with the Smedley Butler Brigade. Group marched to Faneuil Hall 
for music and celebrating; by around 4:00 PM group was back at Dewey Square, all 
quiet. No incidents to report from this march. 

• On Saturday, 12 November 2011 at 1:00 PM a group of about 150 people stepped off to 
march from Dewey Square. Group marched to the Bank of American on Federal & 
Franklin St. then to the State House and to Senator Kerry's residence, where they stayed 
for about 20 minutes. The group then dispersed from Senator Kerry's residence and broke 
up at the Boston Common; approximately 15 OB members headed back to Dewey Square 
and were there by 3:00 PM. 

General Notes Regarding Occupy Boston 

• Harvard University janitors (participants and supporters of Occupy Harvard) have voted 
to authorize a strike if contract negotiations fail; their contract expires at midnight on 
Tuesday, 15 November 2011. The occupation inside Harvard Yard will continue at least 
until then. A GA is scheduled for tonight at 6:00 PM. 

• Northeastern University began an occupation on Sunday, 13 November 2011. About 40 
students and 4 tents are set up on Krentzman Quadrangle (360 Huntington Ave.). 
Northeastern will be occupying this area of 48 hours; the group has until 4:00 PM on 
Tuesday, 15 November 2011 to disperse according to NUPD. According to organizers, 
this will be a peaceful and non-violent protest. 

General Notes Regarding the Occupy Movement: 

• On 10 November 2011 at approximately 5:00 PM a man was fatally shot at the entrance 
to Occupy Oakland in Oakland, CA. Victim was identified as Kayode Ola Foster, 25; his 
family indicated that he had been staying at the Occupy camp. No arrests have been 
made, but police stated the suspect was also a "frequent resident" of the tent city. vm The 
shooting prompted Mayor Jean Quan to call for the campers to voluntarily leave 
Thursday evening. The Oakland Police Officers Association asked campers to leave the 
plaza peacefully and immediately in an open letter. 1X 

• In the afternoon of 10 November 2011 a man was fatally shot inside a tent at Occupy 
Vermont in Burlington, VT. Police suspect the gunshot was self-inflicted but closed off 
the area to investigate, causing tension between police and protestors. x 

• There were multiple arrests and police action at Occupy movements through the U.S. See 
below for a summary from this past weekend: 

o Oakland - Monday, 14 November 2011: 25 protestors arrested at Occupy 
Oakland at their encampment outside City Hall after protestors had ignored their 
eviction notice given to them on Sunday. According to open source news, today's 
police action prompted Mayor Jean Quan's legal advisor, San Siegel, to resign his 
position; stating the city should have worked harder to work with campers. X1 

o Tulsa - Sunday, 13 November 2011: 6 arrests made and 4 citations issued 
during a police action to enforce an 11 PM curfew for the park. Curfew 
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enforcements have been ongoing for several weeks now and other arrests have 
been made. 

Portland - Sunday, 13 November 2011: Approximately 50 arrested during an 
afternoon action. Mayor Sam Adams ordered the camp shut down citing 
unhealthy conditions and the camp's attraction of drug users and thieves. The 
mayor gave a few days notice for the camp to clear out. Numbers of protesters in 
the area swelled throughout the day, but police were able to prevent them from re- 
occupying the original two camps. The group discussed occupying foreclosed 
homes, Portland State University or the banks of the Willamette River as 
alternative locations for them to continue their occupation. 
Salt Lake City - Saturday, 12 November 2011: 19 arrested after they refused to 
leave the camp a day after a man was found dead inside his tent. Police Chief 
Chris Burbank announced Friday that camping would no longer be allowed at 
Gallivan Center or Pioneer Park due to ongoing drug, alcohol and fight problems. 
This announcement came a day after a man was found dead inside his tent at the 
camp. The death was attributed to carbon monoxide poisoning and drug 
overdose. 

Albany - Saturday 12 November 2011: 24 arrested after they crossed from city 
owned land into state owned land (Lafayette Park) and stayed past 1 1 PM. These 
arrests followed an arrest earlier on Saturday where a 39 year old man was 
arrested for building an illegal structure on the state owned property. The man 
was building a "Freedom fort" out foam board and tape. Occupy Albany 
organizers immediately planned a flash mob in the state owned park for 10 PM 
that same evening in response. 

Denver - Saturday, 12 November 2011: 17 arrested on Saturday after police 
attempted to clear a public sidewalk of tables, etc that the Occupy Denver 
participants had set up for serving food. The participants were given notice that 
they were not to have items on the public sidewalk. Approximately 3 arrests were 
made on Sunday after the table was placed on the sidewalk again. Police cleared 
the table and protesters blocked the path of the cruiser as it was leaving. Several 
people also shook the cruiser as if they were going to tip it over. Pepper spray 
was used and two officers were injured during Sunday's incident.

Occupy Boston Recent Actions

DC Shooting Suspect Could Be Threat to Obama, Police Say 
Wednesday, November 16, 2011 10:29:00 AM 



ABC News has learned authorities are increasingly concerned that a man 
sought in connection with a bizarre shooting incident on the Washington 
Mall last week may pose a threat to President Obama. 
The Secret Service now suspects that a bullet fired in this incident may have 
hit the White House after a bullet round was found in a White House 
window, though the round had not yet been conclusively linked to the 
incident. The round was stopped by ballistic glass behind the historic 
exterior glass, while an additional round has been found on the exterior of 
the White House. 

Police believe the suspect, 21 -year-old Oscar Ramiro Ortega of Idaho, is 
mentally ill. Ortega has an extensive record, ranging from domestic violence 
to drug charges. Sources say a police investigation has uncovered evidence 
suggesting Ortega has a fixation on the White House. 

At 9:30 p.m. Friday, police received reports of shots fired in the bustling area 
of 16th street and Constitution Ave. 

Authorities would later find a car in the area. The suspect had fled, but what 
police discovered inside the vehicle left them deeply concerned: an assault 
style rifle and empty shell casings. 

Police linked the car to Ortega and have been hunting him ever since. 
It's unclear whether Ortega is capable of launching a sophisticated attack, 
but police are still fearful of what he might do next. 

Authorities suspect Ortega has been in the area for weeks, coming back and 
forth to the Washington Mall. Before the shooting, he was detained by local 
police at an abandoned house. U.S. Park police say Ortega may have spent 
time blending in with Occupy D.C. protesters. 

President Obama, who is currently on a visit to Australia, was not present at 
the White House at the time of the incident, and in fact has been out of town 
for the past week. Secret Service officials are not taking any chances with 
the security of the President and the White House, though, and want Ortega 
off the street.

ABC News has learned authorities are increasingly concerned that a man 
sought in connection with a bizarre shooting incident on the Washington 
Mall last week may pose a threat to President Obama. 
The Secret Service now suspects that a bullet fired in this incident may have 
hit the White House after a bullet round was found in a White House 
window, though the round had not yet been conclusively linked to the 
incident. The round was stopped by ballistic glass behind the historic 
exterior glass, while an additional round has been found on the exterior of 
the White House. 

Police believe the suspect, 21 -year-old Oscar Ramiro Ortega of Idaho, is 
mentally ill. Ortega has an extensive record, ranging from domestic violence 
to drug charges. Sources say a police investigation has uncovered evidence 
suggesting Ortega has a fixation on the White House. 

At 9:30 p.m. Friday, police received reports of shots fired in the bustling area 
of 16th street and Constitution Ave. 

Authorities would later find a car in the area. The suspect had fled, but what 
police discovered inside the vehicle left them deeply concerned: an assault 
style rifle and empty shell casings. 

Police linked the car to Ortega and have been hunting him ever since. 
It's unclear whether Ortega is capable of launching a sophisticated attack, 
but police are still fearful of what he might do next. 

Authorities suspect Ortega has been in the area for weeks, coming back and 
forth to the Washington Mall. Before the shooting, he was detained by local 
police at an abandoned house. U.S. Park police say Ortega may have spent 
time blending in with Occupy D.C. protesters. 

President Obama, who is currently on a visit to Australia, was not present at 



the White House at the time of the incident, and in fact has been out of town 
for the past week. Secret Service officials are not taking any chances with 
the security of the President and the White House, though, and want Ortega 
off the street.

Tactics and Strategies 

Las Vegas - Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department 

• 21 arrests involved in one incident. Arrestees were predetermined by the Occupy group. There have been no 
other arrests or incidents to date. 

• The Las Vegas Occupy has been granted a 90-day permit extension at their current site that expires February 20, 
2012. 

• "Mic checks" over Black Friday weekend, were conducted at three local malls. A "mic check" is when one person

There are plain clothes detectives that act as liaisons with various community groups to include the 
Occupy protesters. They do not take any enforcement action; they merely communicate and inform the 
protesters of the law and how we can work together. 

• There has been reporting that the Occupy Phoenix movement may be moving to nearby Tempe, AZ or to a 
private residence and that Occupy protesters from colder climates will be relocating to Arizona. As of yet that has 
not happened.

Tactics and Strategies 

Las Vegas - Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department 

• 21 arrests involved in one incident. Arrestees were predetermined by the Occupy group. There have been no 
other arrests or incidents to date. 

• The Las Vegas Occupy has been granted a 90-day permit extension at their current site that expires February 20, 
2012. 

• "Mic checks" over Black Friday weekend, were conducted at three local malls. A "mic check" is when one person

• Phoenix PD has established an excellent rapport with the Occupy movement through a Community Response 
Squad. There are plain clothes detectives that act as liaisons with various community groups to include the 
Occupy protesters. They do not take any enforcement action; they merely communicate and inform the 
protesters of the law and how we can work together. 

• There has been reporting that the Occupy Phoenix movement may be moving to nearby Tempe, AZ or to a 
private residence and that Occupy protesters from colder climates will be relocating to Arizona. As of yet that has 
not happened.

The loss of their camp at Zuccotti Park doesn't seem to be slowing down the Occupy Wall 
Street movement as protesters are calling for "a national day of direct action" on Thursday. 

According to their website, protesters are planning three major actions Thursday starting 
with a "shut down" of Wall Street. 

It all starts with a rally in Liberty Square starting at 7 a.m. to "put an end to Wall Street's 
reign of terror."

Then, protesters will fan out to all five boroughs of the city in what's being called Occupy 

the Subway. 

They plan on gathering at 16 subways stations around New York City to take their message 
to the trains. 

Finally, they say tens of thousands of protesters will end the day in Foley Square followed by 
a march to the Brooklyn Bridge to mark the two month anniversary of the Occupy Wall 
Street movement. 

Their website says similar days of action are also planned at Occupy sites around the 
country and around the world. 

After Tuesday's raid of Zuccotti Park that cleared it of tents, sleeping bags and tarps, 
protesters marched to Foley and Duarte Square where they distributed a poster about 
Thursday's day of action. 

"The ideas that we have put into public discussion around this country and around the 
world set into sharp relief who gets what, who has a safety net, who gets thrown under the 
bus," said spokesman Bill Dobbs. 

City leaders who were against the raid at Zuccotti are also set to participate. 

While the official movement is planning its day of action, other individuals seem to be 



making plans of their own. 

In a video posted on YouTube after protesters were evicted from Zuccotti Park, a 
demonstrator in the crowd says "On the 17th, we're going to burn New York City to the 
ground."

Hackers come out of shadows to 
attack police, support Occupy 
protests 



October 28, 2011, 1:11 PM — After more than a month of operating only 
behind the scenes or in the real world, hacktivist group Anonymous has 
brought its big guns to bear in support of the Occupy WallStreet protests. 
Members of the group launched a DDOS attack that brought down the main 
web site of the Oakland Police Department for much of last night, cracked at 
least part of the security on an Oakland city government server and posted 
information on the names and data structure of Oakland city servers and the 
names, addresses and other personal data on Oakland police . 
Members of the group have also put out the call for more hacked data and 
offered a $1,000 reward for specific data on the officer who fired the riot- 
control weapon that critically injured Iraq War veteran Scott Olsen . 
Olsen, a former Marine who participated in the protest Tuesday night, was 
apparently struck in the head by either a tear-gas canister or flash-bang 
grenade fired by Oakland riot police during a violent effort to drive 
OccupyOakland protesters off the streets. 

The 24-year-old "standing perfectly still, provoking no one" according to a 
witness quoted by the San Francisco Chronicle when he was struck in the 
face by a projectile that fractured his skull. 

He is scheduled for brain surgery today , though doctors have predicted a full 
recovery for the four-year Marine veteran who did two tours of duty in Iraq 
before joining Iraq Veterans Against the War after he was discharged in 
2010. ' 

Police overreaction sparks more protest 

The violence broke out as police tried to clear the protesters' tent city in 
Oakland's Frank Ogawa plaza . More than 85 protesters were arrested of the 
thousand or so marching in protest. Most of the demonstration was peaceful, 



despite what the San Francisco Chronicle called "scuffles" between 
protesters and police that prompted a dramatic overreaction by Oakland 
Police who used tear gas, bean-bag guns, batons and stun grenades to stop 
the violence and disperse the group. 

Last night the OccupyOakland General Assembly voted to demand a city 
wide general strike and mass protest next Wednesday, Nov. 2, to protest the 
violence and suppression of the protests. 

Other hacker groups are also getting in on the fun, though not always aiming 
specifically at the Oakland police. 

A hacker posting for TeaMpOisoN under the name fOrsaken put up a list of 
police-department web sites that are vulnerable to MSAccess SQL injections 
along with encouragements to "use your tools, knowledge, whatever it may 
be" to increase the impact of online protest by cracking the sites and posting 
data from them. 

_forsaken wrote that he/she gained access to the data, but didn't post it in 
order to let others see how vulnerable the sites are.

The combination of online and offline protests may turn out to be a far more 
potent combination than either alone, especially for a movement 
reinvigorated by police violence, persistently bad economic news and the 
effort to make a martyr of Scott Olsen - an iconic figure whose status as a 
recent veteran makes him difficult for Occupy opponents to undermine. 
Nov. 2 in Oakland - and the next week or two everywhere else - are going 
to be interesting ones for protest observers, but probably not pleasant ones 
for anyone on the opposite side. 

"You got the resources," _forsaken wrote. " Do what you need to do, pwn, 
pwn, pwn ."

Occupy Protesters Plan to Marcf From NYC to DC

NEW YORK (AP) — Occupy Wall Street is going on the road — a two-week walk to Washington. 

A small group of activists plans to leave Manhattan's Zuccotti Park at noon Wednesday and arrive by 
the Nov. 23 deadline for a congressional committee to decide whether to keep President Barack 
Obama's extension of Bush-era tax cuts. Protesters say the cuts benefit only rich Americans. 

The announcement came the same day that David Crosby and Graham Nash, of Crosby, Stills, Nash 
& Young, planned an acoustic performance in the park for supports and passers-by. 

Kelley Brannon is organizing the 240-mile march through New j ersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Maryland with a core group of a dozen activists, picking up other marchers along the way — even if for 
a day, or only an hour, they say. 

"Occupy the Highway" — as it's been dubbed — will start from the Manhattan park where the first 
Occupy encampment was setup, with a ferry ride across the Hudson River from West 34th Street to 
Elizabeth, N.J. 

Brannon likened the effort to the long-distance marches led by the Rev. Martin Luther King J r. during 
the civil rights era. 

"I mean, I'm not comparing us to Martin Luther King," said Brannon, of Queens, referring to three 
marches King led in 1965 from Selma, Ala., to the state Capitol in Montgomery. Those marches 
ranged in size from 600 to 8,000 people. 



"That's the premise Occupy is taking to the road: the historic relevance of such long-distance marches 



for social causes," Brannon said. 



They'll overnight by camping or at volunteered accommodations, she said. 

They are to join Occupy D.C. protesters in McPherson Square the evening of Nov. 22, then walk to the 
Capitol and the White House the next day. 

The J oint Select Committee on Deficit Reduction must decide by Nov. 23 to cut $1.2 trillion from the 
deficit; the tax issue is only one bitter bone of contention among politicians. But it's the top issue for 
the Occupy activists heading to Washington. 

New York's multibillionaire mayor, Michael Bloomberg, whom many protesters consider their 
adversary as one of America's wealthiest "1 percent," has also called for ending the tax cuts. 

"Interesting — but I'm not a Bloomberg supporter," said the 27-year-old Brannon. "I'm not really 
impressed with what he's doing, though we agree on this one little thing." 

The march is being funded with an initial $3,000 approved at Occupy Wall Street's "general assembly" 
— a daily gathering of protesters to make decisions. The money comes from donations of at least a 
half-million dollars sent to the New York movement by supporters. 

The marchers expect to get more support of both money and supplies along the way — an average of 
about 20 miles a day from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., walking on highway shoulders, where it's allowed, or on 
local roads. 

They'll hold nightly discussions — along the lines of their general assemblies, at 7 p.m. wherever they 
are, as they pass through cities with an Occupy presence, such as Philadelphia and Baltimore, as well 
as towns and rural communities not yet involved.

Finally, they say tens of thousands of protesters will end the day in Foley Square 
followed by a march to the Brooklyn Bridge to mark the two month anniversary of the 
Occupy Wall Street movement. 

Their website says similar days of action are also planned at Occupy sites around the 
country and around the world. 

After Tuesday's raid of Zuccotti Park that cleared it of tents, sleeping bags and tarps, 
protesters marched to Foley and Duarte Square where they distributed a poster about 
Thursday's day of action. 

"The ideas that we have put into public discussion around this country and around the 
world set into sharp relief who gets what, who has a safety net, who gets thrown under 
the bus," said spokesman Bill Dobbs. 

City leaders who were against the raid at Zuccotti are also set to participate. 

While the official movement is planning its day of action, other individuals seem to be 
making plans of theirown. 

In a video posted on YouTube after protesters were evicted from Zuccotti Park, a 
demonstrator in the crowd says "On the 17th, we're going to burn New York City to the 



ground."

I don't know if your working this morning or not, however I wanted to forward 
this to you to give you a heads up! 

So far the only thing I can find on this is a call to the DC Fire Department who 
responded to this fire call (CCN# 11-157-658). 

The area this occurred in is a high crime area, where stolen vehicles are 
frequently abandoned and then burned to destroy any evidence. 

The fact that witnesses indicate a male was seen running from the burning 
vehicle with a gas can supports that the vehicle was burned and did not 
explode. It was also left on the shoulder of the roadway, most likely for the 
suspects safety. 

If it was an AQ pre-operational plan to take out infrastructure (Bridge) to block 
regress from the city; AQ would have most likely used high grade explosives and 
detontaed the vehicle in the middle of the roadway; NOT LIKELY! 

I will continue to run to verify my educated guess that this was a stolen vehicle 
that was set on fire to destroy evidence. 

I have also forwarded to ATF TFO Robert Poole, who has forwarded to their 
Public Affairs Specialist, to control the spin.

A car exploded at The Washington Times shortly after 9 pm last night.

Other possibilities under investigation are whether Occupy Wall Street 
protesters were opening a new offensive or Al Qaeda was engaging in a practice 
run to test its ability to take out a bridge on a main artery into and out of the 
nation's capital.

Per your request, I have attached the only product the NJ ROIC produced regarding 
Occupy New J ersey. FYI , on October 6, 2011, Occupy New J ersey held 
simultaneous rallies in J ersey City and Trenton, New J ersey, to protest corporate 
policies they claim negatively impact the U.S. economy. Their numbers were 
minimal at the time (approximately less than 100 total participants), and even 
fewer remain to date. There have been sporadic rallies in other municipalities - 
college towns mostly - and no incidents of violence. The NJ ROIC still has no 
specific information indicating a credible threat associated with this group. 

The second attachment is the Arizona Counter-Terrorism Information Center 
(ACTIC)'s summary of nationwide information regarding "Occupy" demonstrations. 
It is a bit dated, but ACTIC indicates that the September-October "Occupy" 
demonstrations generated approximately 27,000 participants, and led to more then 
1,000 arrests (mostly in large cities: New York City (830+); Boston, MA (130); 
Seattle, WA (27). Most of the arrests have been for trespassing, disorderly or 
interfering with park employees.). The protests have mostly been "leaderless," 
although various "general assemblies" of organizers or group representatives have 
gotten together to plan activities. Several cities have noted "anarchists" trying to 
take control of the events; however, most of these have been rejected by 
participants. Although the protesters often set up base camps with tents in 
centralized areas, many of the events involve marches from downtown or state 
capitol areas to financial areas, Federal reserve/ bank buildings. The vast majority 
of the participants have been peaceful, cooperative and law abiding.
